Matt  and  Steve, 


Our  3 main  reclamation  areas  work  out  to  about  1 .4  acres  (Google  Earth  estimate),  but  we  will 
be  adding  road  stubs,  widened  roads,  and  other  miscellaneous  areas,  so  my  estimates  here  are  for 
2 acres.  We  can  have  Anne  or  one  of  her  cohorts  walk  the  areas  with  a GPS  if  you  prefer  a finer 
tuned  area  estimate. 


COMPOST 


For  the  compost,  the  amount  depends  on  the  % organic  carbon,  % moisture,  and  bulk  density.  I 
calculated  the  following  amounts,  depending  on  the  source.  One  of  the  compost  suppliers  I 
looked  at,  Southwest  Soils,  sent  analytical  that  won’t  be  acceptable  because  there’s  too  much 
ammonia.  The  funny  thing  is  that  they  supply  materials  to  Durango  Nursery  and  those  products 
look  really  good,  so  you  might  want  to  talk  to  them  about  one  of  the  products  they  sell  to 
Durango  Nursery. 


If  you  pick  another  source  or  different  compost  from  one  of  the  sources,  let  me  know  and  I’ll  do 
the  calculation  of  the  amount  needed  (unless  you  want  me  to  send  the  spreadsheet. . ..).  For 
whoever  you  select,  please  make  sure  they  send  compost  comparable  to  the  analysis  they  sent  for 
our  review.  I’ve  had  bad  experience  with  a company  that  sent  a very  different  product  (partially 
composted  manure  that  contained  high  ammonia  and  soluble  salts)  and  it  inhibited  growth  for 
over  2 years.

Wagner  Bid:  Sustane  Concentrated  Compost:  24  cy  (This  is  more  a compost  based  fertilizer 
than  compost  so  needs  to  be  applied  at  a lower  rate.  I prefer  actual  compost  because  it  builds  up 
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and  provides  structure  to  the  soil,  but  we  can  use  this  if  necessary.) 


EROSION  BLANKET 


We  want  30  to  36  month  double  net  coconut  erosion  control  blanket.  For  2 acres  including  10% 
overlap  and  anchoring  and  10%  waste,  I estimate  2.4  acres  (1 1,800  sy)  of  erosion  blanket.  If 
you’re  concerned  about  having  extra,  order  8,000  - 10,000  and  we  can  get  more  if  needed. 

There  is  a relatively  local  company  that  makes  erosion  control  blankets  and  they  are  worth 
checking  on:  Western  Excelsior,  901  Grand  Avenue,  Mancos,  CO.  1-800-833-8573.  Either  the 
Excel  CC-4  or  the  Excel  CC-4  All  Natural.  These  come  in  7.5  foot  or  16  foot  widths  and  1 12.5 
to  450  foot  lengths.  This  is  the  western  area  headquarters  and  is  relatively  close  to  the  site  so 

may  be  a good  choice.

Wagner:  Gave  costs  for  a 2 year  control  product,  so  you’d  need  to  get  a revision  on  the  product 
Asa  proposed.  Asa  proposed  2 acres  of  erosion  control  blanket  but  didn’t  account  for  the  amount 
needed  for  overlap  and  anchoring.  Since  our  area  is  not  absolute,  we  could  order  the  amount  he 
proposed  and  add  more  later  if  you  prefer  that  to  having  extra. 

FASTENERS 

We  need  6”  fasteners  (staples  or  another  product  recommended  by  the  erosion  control 
blanket  manufacturer  for  this  purpose).  They  will  be  applied  on  1.5  foot  centers  across  the  entire 

blanket,  so  get  about  33,000  staples. 


COIR  LOGS 
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You’ve  done  erosion  control  before.  If  you  can  do  erosion  control  by  building  trenches/water 
bars  and  covering  with  the  blanket  as  discussed  in  the  plan  we  can  do  without.  If  it  is  easier  for 
you  to  use  the  logs  to  build  up  the  trenches/water  bars,  go  ahead.
